THREE TICKETS ARE IN THE FIELD 


Young Caffery Heads One of the 
Republican Factions, and to It 
Many of the Bolting Dem- 
ocrats Have Lately 
Gone. 


New Orleans, Ya., March 3.—The demo- 
cratic state campaign was opened tonight 
in Donaldsonville, in the heart of the 


sugar district and where the opposition. 


is supposed to be strongest, and an i{m- 
mense throng was present. Excursions 
on the river from surrounding parishes 
and the regular trains carried large 
erowds to participate in the first meet- 
ing that had been held since the deme- 
crats nominated their ticket. The fact 
that Governor Foster, Senator McEnery, 
Congressman Broussard, of the third dis- 
trict, #n which the meeting was held, and 
Auditor Heard, who is the democratic 
nominee for governor, were to speak was 
an additional drawing card. Each of these 
gentlemen were present, and their arrival 
during the dav was made the occasion 
for an elaborate display of bunfing, much 
music and general jollification. All four 
gemtlemen spoke. Auditor Heard devoted 
himself largely to a review of the demo- 
cratic administration, of which he has 
been a part. Governor Foster spoke at 
great length and devoted fAlmself to a 
strong defense of the state gdvernment 
during the eight years he has been at the 
head of it. Senator McEnery urged that 
the business interests of the state lay 
in a comtinuance of the démocracy in 
power, and referred to conditions in 
Louistana when the republican party was 
in full control of the state and parochial 
governments, 

The republicans also held a ratification 
meeting tonight. It took place in Wash- 
ington Artillery hall, in this city, and 
was largely attended. Donelson Caffery, 
Jr.. the candidate for governor, made the 
principal speech. Other candidates ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

There are three tickets in the field for 
governor, one nominated by the demo- 
crats, one nominated by the friends of 
Collector Wimberly and the third by the 
Herwig republicans, populists and sugar 
planters.

THEIR TRIP WAS A FAILURE 


Hanna Could Not Make Them Agre, 
~ So the : 


CONTESTANTS FOR CHAIRMANSHIP 


Come Back to Alabama—They Agree 
To Leave Their Fate with the 


Conventions, the State 
To Decide All Con- 
tests.

Washington, March 8.—(Special.)—The 


Vaughan-Bingham contest for the state 
chairmanship of Alabama is to be fought 


to a finish, and under an fronclad agree- 


| ment, to which Secretary Dick is a party, 
| it is to be fought without any interfer- 


ence or any suggestions of preference 
from the administration, 

After ten days of juggling between the 
contending factions, a peaceful agree- 
ment has been entered tnto and Chatr- 
man Vaughan and Collector of Internal 
Revenue Bingham have returned to their 
homes. They entered into an agreement 
between themselves that they were not 
to make public the details of their peace 
protocol until after they got back to Ala- 
bama. But the facts have leaked out, 
and here they are: | 

Chairman Vaughan has, with the as- 
sistance of Clerk of the Circuit Court 
Allison, who {is the president's cousin, 
been making a fight for the control of 
the state convention as an administra- 
tion candidate. His opponent is Julian 
Bingham, collector of internal revenue. 
The fight between them has been very 
hot and there were efforts made to pull 
the administration, represented by Hanna 
and Dick, in behalf of Vaughan. Bing- 
ham was regarded as the candidate of 
the Youngblood faction. <A few weeks 
ago most of the federal office holders 
of the state came 
knives out for Youngblood's scalp. The 
bitterness displayed on both sides dis- 
gusted Hanna and/Dick, and they sent 
out strong intimations that both. sides 
ought to come off and that there should 
be put in control of the party machinery 
men who hold no federal offices. 

This edict wasn’t at all popular with 
these Alabama politicians, nor has it been 
popular with the republicans in other 
southern states who want to hold on to 
the party machinery, because they believe 
that to lose it might put some other 
fellows in a position to get their hands 
on the federal salaries. When the edict 
went forth, however, negotiations were 
set on foot and the result was that with- 
out reaching anything like an agreement, 
both candidates came on to .Washing- 
ton, 

It is understood that before he came 
Chairman Vaughan had a ‘conference 
with some of his friends at Birmingham 
and they agreed that the only basis on 
which it would be possible to get together 
was an agreement that the old ticket of 
18%—that is. Vaughan for state chairman 
and Youneblood for national committee- 
man—should be indorsed by 
Bingham could not see where he came 
in in any such an agreement. .He resent- 
ed the idea that he was a puppet in 
Youngblood’s hands. Youngblood, on the 
other hand, refused to have any part in 
any negotiations, saying that it was im- 
material to him whether he was national 
committeeman or not, and that Vaughan 
and: Bingham must fight it out between 
themselves. This they have been doing 
in Washington for several days, during 
which time there have been a number of 
conferences at the law office of Major 
Dick, secretary of the national commit- 
tee, 

Bingham Would Not Retire. 

Vaughan, at the outset, expressed him- 
self as willing to do whatever the ad- 
ministration might desire. Senator Han- 
na had written Bingham urging him to 
retire, but after they got here Major 
Dick took the ground that it was a local

NATIVES IN FULL SYMPATHY 


Filipinos Serving United States Prove 
To Be Traitors 


AMERICAN OFFICERS SUSPICIOUS 


Situation in the Philippines Is 
Shown To Be Anything but 
Satisfactory to the Views 
of Those Arguing 
Peace. 


Manila, March 3, 9:55 Pp. m.—Reports 
reach the Associated Press from various 
sources, including army officers and the 
heads of commercial houses with agents 
throughout the islands, of continued ac- 
tivity among the insurgents who are en- 
deavoring to keep alive the armed oppo- 
Sition to the United States and are plan- 
ning to continue the insurrection with 
guerrilla warfare on a larger scale when 
the rainy season begins. 

A person holding a position second only 
to that of the governor general tells the 
Associated Press he is convinced that the 
insurgent organization has been remark- 
ably rehabilitated. during the past month, 
particularly in the northern provinces. 
He says the insurgents have a_ secret 
organization patterned after the Katipu- 
nan methods, even in the strongest gar- 
risoned towns, affording perfect means 
of communication, and that the ma- 
chinery is managed from Manila, some of 
the leaders being Filipinos pretending to 
be supporters of the American adminis- 
tration, and many of the municipal rov- 
ernments installed by the army forming 
part of the machinery. ; 
ents of leading American weeklies who 
have traveled for a monff® in Benguel 
and Tlocos with letters from insurgent 
chiefs, going alone fifty miles from gar- 
risons and being evervwhere hospitably 
received, say the peonle make no secret 
of their svmnathy with the insurrection. 
Though admitting that the Filipino sol- 
diers abuse them, they still protect these 
soldiers from the American scouting par- 
ties. Thev claim to have communication 
with Aguinaldo. Paterno, in the northern 
mownteains of Manila, is full of civil and 
military officials of all ranks of Aguin- 
aldo’s government who were captured or 
surrendered and who were brought here 
ard released on promises to refrain from

While many of the insurgent municipal 
officers were continued in office on tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance, residents who 
are acquainted with them have little faith 
in their adherence to their promises.

headed “Let Us Be Honest.”

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THOMAS--HIS ORCHESTRA: 
HIS WORK AND INFLUENCE 


It is not easy to compute the full 
extent of pleasure a public-spirited man 
like Theodore Thomas, who comes to 
Atlanta March 13th, can give a people 
in whom he ts Interested; while this pleas- 
ure may be recognized at the time, it 
cannot be convincingly recorded; but some 
idea of what he has effected for their 
enjoyment may be gained by a review of 
what he has done for their good—the 
material benefit that has accomplished 
the mere delightsome element of his un- 
selfish work among Americans for nearly 
fifty years. ‘ , 

His connection with American orchestral 
work dates from a period shortly after 
his arrival in this eountry in 1845, when 
he secured a _ violinist’s position in a 
New York organization, the first Step in 
his advance toward the success of today. 
He was then only sixteen years old. 
Afterwards he was in the orchestras 
that accompanied Jenny Lind, Sontag, 
Grisi and Mario in their American tours, 
and he toured the country as violin so- 
loist before the year 1855, when he in- 
stituted in New York, with the aid of 
Several other musical people, the Mason 
and Thomas solrees, a series of chamber 
concerts, whose object was educative, 
and whose accomplishment was of ines- 
timable value in its impulse to the ‘ade 
vance of musical.culture in New York, 

In 1862, Mr. Thomas became conductor 
of the Philharmonic Society in Brooklyn, 
and In 1864, he organized in New York a 
Symphony orchestra of his own: in 1873 
he conducted the first May festival in 
Cincinnati, the success of this occasion 
being such as to warrant its establish- 
ment as an annual event; in 1879 and for 
twelve years thereafter he conducted the 
New York Philharmonic and the Brook- 
lyn Philharmonic orchestras, and with 
his own organization gave symphony and 
popular concerts until 1891, when a visit 
to Chicago persuaded him to transfer his 
work to that city, whence he periodically 
goes forth with his orchestra to spread 
the benefit of its influence through other 
parts of the country, nearly every large 
city in the United States having enjoyed 
a visit from the organization under his 
leadership. 

The story of Thomas's work in Chica- 
go is very interesting. He went there 
first with his own New York orchestra 
and gave a series of ‘““summer night’ 
concerts the remarkable programmes 
for these events being the best {ndication 
of the effect of the orchestral work upon 
the people. Thomas has always been 
an adept in the art of programme making, 
even as early as the period of his 
New York chamber recitals, when his 
programmes for these occasions achieved 
Widespread reputation. When he first 
began his “summer night” concerts, Chic- 
ago had not yet recovered musically 
from the fire of ‘71, and therefore, real- 
izing that the preference of the majority 
was for the purely melodious and such 
music as they could ‘‘understand,’’ Thom- 
as inserted in his programmes with the 


@ymphonies and the like a judicious mix- 


ture of lighter music, but none that de- 
scended to vulgarity. At the end of 
each week a “request programme” was 
presented, one that included the numbers 
that had proved most popular during the 
preceeding week. At first, the requests 
were for such selections as Traumerci, 
Mendelssohn's Wedding March, the 
Strauss waltzes, etc., but {n a very short 
time the demand was quite different, the 
more substantial music meeting with in- 
creasing appreciation, until at the close 
of the season, a request progranime was 
composed in its. first part of six Bach 
numbers, symphonic variations by 
Dvorak, and Beethoven, Brahms, and 
Wagner contributing to the second part. 
Liszt’s Twelfth Rhadpsody and Mogkows- 
Ky suite being the lightest numbers Mr. 
Thomas said at the time that he could 
have pleased with an entirely Symphonic 
programme had he deemed it best to 
present such a one. After he had been 
directing fer a time the work of the or- 
chestra formed under the auspices of the 
Chicago Association, he said: “Our au- 


| diefice has learned that the master works 
of the great composers conta'n more 
food for brain and soul than the pret- 
tiest- waltzes ever penned; it has discover- 
ed that there is a deeper joy and nobler 
spirituality to be gained from familiarity 
with the higher art than it ever dreamed 
of seeking in the lower. 41t has discover- 
ed that while Strauss or Bizet will claim 
the ear, Beethoven and Wagnér warm 
and thrill the whole nature,” 

In observing this sign of musical prog- 
ress as the result of his work with the 
orchestra, it must not be thought that 
Thomas’s ecfreer in Chicago has been 
otherwise smooth. He has mei with 
much opposition, one instance occurring 
during the Columbian exposfWon, when 
his plans ag musical director—plans that 
have been declared unsurpassed in the 
annals of programme making for such 
occasions—were all but totally ruined by 
ignorant objections of certain Chicagoans. 

It was but inevitable that in @ new 
city like Chicago such an obstacle should 
have been placed in the way of their own 
progress by this kind of people. 

We Atlanta people, who live in a town 
of recemt growth, can well understand 
such a gtate of affairs. The majority of 
the population of such a city is made up 
of shrewd, practical people who xnow 
what is for their own &ivancement in 
every line save that of reflaement. They 
declare that they have continued so far 
in comparative enjoyment of lite without 
partaking of its elegancles, and they are 
absolutely comtent to go on so to the end 
of their lives. They are utterly satisiied 
with themselves. They even boast of 
their own ignorance. So hopeless of bet- 
termcent is their condition. for the ig- 
norance of a self-satisfied man is much 
harder to deal with and therefore more 
deplorable than mere natural stupidity— 
that it might be just as well to leave 
them unmolested in their blissful state of 
knowing nothing and wishing to learn 
less, were it nov for the Llact that they 
form unfortunately a large majJority of 
the citizenship and are often in such po- 
sition that they have the privilege of ex- 
pressing presumably tile trend of public 
opinion and desire. The minority—those 
people who know how to appreciate ele- 
vating influence in music—cannot defend 
themselves; the announcement is sent 
forth that the city cares only for such a 
class of music as can be hummed.on the 
way home afer hearing it, and the world 
outside believes thereiore that the uni- 
versal condition of the citizems is one of 
dense ignorance—the. worst form of ig- 
norance, which does not reailze its own 
existence. 

The minority cannot defend themselves 
without being jeered at; a form of op- 
position that is much harder to struggle 
againg, than honest argument, nor do 
the more refined class feel willing to sub- 
ject themselves to. the indignity of a con- 
troversy with the ignorant element. For 
the latter delight in every opportunity 
that may serve to display their ‘‘indepen- 
dent” attitude of despising what they can- 
' not comprehend, and in the course of 
such display they can no more help de- 
scending to vulgirity of thought and ex- 
pression than tne refined class of music 
lovers can help shrinking from the re- 
pulsive methgads of their contention—not 
argument. 

In Chicago Theodore Thomas has in 
| large part overcome the opposition of the 
people to the idea of being made to think 
noble thoughts and dream of noble deeds 
'and his educative work there consequent- 
ly £TrOws easier and more congenial every 
xear. 

It is a pity that Atlanta cannot enjoy 
| a longer season of such privilege as she 
will be given in the approaching visit of 
|''Thomas and his orchestra, because she 
needs such musical influences. But a sea- 
son of even such brevity will give un- 
| alloyed pleasure to her thousands of mu- 
sic lovers, who will prove by their eager 
attendance and enjoyment as they have 
done at every noted attraction during 
the past two years or more, the fact that 
all are not so ‘backward in: refinement 
and culture as some of our own patriotic 
, citizens seem to be proud of publishirg;

TOTAL SOLAR ECLIPSES IN 1869-1900 


In view of the widespread ‘interest felt 
throughout this section ‘n the total eclipse of 
the sun which is scheduled to occur in May 
next, it may be of some interest in this connec- 
tion to reproduce from the old files of The 
Constitution an article written in regard to 
the last total eclipse which occurred on Au- 
gust 7, 1869, nearly thirty-one years ago. 
Judge W. R. Hammond is the author of the 
article. Hea was at that time a member of the 
graduating class of the University of Geor- 
gia and one of a group of four honor stu- 
dents who were sent by the faculty to Bristol, 
Tenn., where they could view the eclipse to 
tetter advantage. The group of students con- 
sisted of W. R. Hammond and W. S. Bean, 
who shared the first honor; Howard Van Epps, 
who carried the second, and James T. White, 
who took the third. They were accompanied 
by Professor William Leroy Brown, now pres- 
ident of the college at Auburn, Ala., and Pro- 
fessor L. H. Cherbonnier. On returning home 
Judge, Then Mr. Hammond, wrote the follow- 
ing account of the visit which was publishea 
in The Constitution on August 20, 1869: 
Athens, Ga., August I4, 1869. 

Mr. Editor—A party of six, consisting of two 
professors and four of the graduating class, 
was sent from the University of Georgia for 
the purpose of making observations on the 
Solar eclipse which occurred on 
this month. 

It was an event of considerable interest to 
the people in general as being a natural cu. 
riosity which is very seldom exhibited, and to 
the scientific world in particular as a means of 
affording them an opportunity for observations 
which could not be taken under any other cir- 
cumstances. It is to give an account of this 
eclipse as it appeared at Bristol, Terin., that 
I now write. 

The situation chosen by our party was on 
the boundary Hne between Virginia and Ten- 
and within less than three miles cf 
the centra] line of the eclipse. We arrived at 
Bristol without accident Friday evening at 6 
o'clock, and very soon became acquainted 
with the various parties which had assembled 
there for the same purpose as ourselves. The 
one under command of Genera] Cutts, of the 
United States coast survey, had been there 
about two weeks and had miade such prepara- 
enabled them to observe with the 
extreme of accuracy. They had constructed a 
temporary observatory with transit instrument 
an lock, and it- was a source of great.inter- 

St to notice with what accuracy they meas- 
ured the time of a star's transit across the 
meridian, even down to the tenth of a second. 
But such things as this are of more interest 
to a spectator than to a reader, and I there- 
fore simply say further on this subject, that 
they very kindly furnished us with the data 
which they had obtained: from observation and 
computation, such as the mean time and lati- 
tude, the calculated time of the various phases 
of the eclipse, etc., which we were prevented 
from obtaining for ourselves by the short in- 
terval of time which elapsed between the time 
of our arrival an the beginning of the eclipse. 

And while on the subject of thanks, it be- 
ecmes me to acknowledge our indebtedness to 
Governor Bullock for the interest which he 
manifested in securing free passage over the 
railroads from Atlanta to Bristol. 

But to return to the subject in hand, Sat- 
urday morning came and with it the pros- 
pect of a cloudy day. The sun was visible 
only at occasional intervals during the whole 
efternoon, which circumstances interfered con- 
siderably with Professor Charbonnier’s alti- 
tude measurements with the sextant. Nothing 
daunted by the clouds, however, we selected 
our position on the summit of a bare hill, 
which commanded a fine view of the whole 
heavens clear down to the horizon. We mount- 
ed our telescope, which, by the way, was the 
finest instrument in the place, being six feet 
focal length and having an aperture of four

and one-half inches—and prepared to observe. 
| We had fully done our part of the preparatory 
| Work by noon, even down to stretching a rope 
around our instruments to keep curious in- 
| Quirers at such a distance as should be not 
only respectful to our party, but. also neces- 
sary to the success of. our observations. All 
that we now asked was for the clouds to dis- 
| perse and 
soon did, 
the afternoon 
| shining out with intense 
} casionally interfered with by g stray cloud. 
| Professor Broun availed himself of the time 
| Which elapsed before the eclipse, to map down 
| the spots on the sun’s disk, and Professor 
| Charbonnier also had ample opportunity to re- 
deem its futile attempts of the morning with 
| the sextant. The rest of us busied 
| variously in assisting ‘the professors 
| the little folks out of our ring, studying a map 
| of the heavens, etc., until about a half hour 
| before the time predicted for the eclipse to 
begin, when we were assigned to our several 
| positions with paper, pencil and watches. 
| Messrs. Bean and White were placed in front 
to take notes of everything which could posst- 
| bly come under their observation in connection 
| with the eclipse, such as the appearance of the 
| landscape, the effect on animals, etc., while 
Mr. Van Epps and I were retained tn the rear 
| to ccunt time; Mr. Van Epps with Professor 
| Charbonnier, who was observing with his theo- 
| dolite, and myself with Professor Broun with 
| his telescope. 

At 39 minutes past 4 the last cloud passed 
| before the sun, and then the whole western 
| hemisphere cleared beautifully, with the ex- 
| ception of a large cloud toward the north, 
| which threatened some, but did not interfere 
| in the slightest. The first contact was calcu- 
lated by General Cutts’s party to take place 
at 4 o'clock, 43 minutes and 36 seconds p. m. 
A few minutes before this time every mau 
in our party became intensely silent. Thé 
crowd outside‘ of our ropes Caught the con- 
|tagion and kept perfectly Silent, each one 
' with his smoked glass before his eye, doubt- 
less thinking that something terrible was go- 
ing to happen. Our two professors were look- 
ing intently at the sun through their re- 
spective telescopes, while Mr. Van Epps and 
I were as intently looking 4t our watches and 
counting the seconds. The silence was soon 
broken by the word ‘‘time’’ being pronounced 
simultaneously by our two protessors. We im- 
mediately recorded it, being 4 o'clock 43 min- 
utes and 45 seconds, and on Comparing it with

finite, which appeared to take possession of 
every one’s mind, even down to the smallest 
|in the company of spectators. There they 
| Saw the king of day actually being blotted out 
| from the Heavens! And wonder then 
| that they should be silent! intense 
| excitement was shown in and as 
|; the dark shadow swept over us with a veloc- 
| ity unequaled by the flight of a cannon ball, 
and in a single instant of time enveloped us 
In the darkness of twilight, a suppressed “Oh” 
burst from the lips of all present, showing the 
existence of that feeling which is too intense 
for violent expression. 

At a given signal, I recorded the time, and 
then looked up. Such a display of Heaven's 
grand fireworks as met my eye, is seldom 
exhibited to man. The sun was gone, but 
there suspended in the mid-Heaven was a 
blackness. more intense, and itself gathered 
new luster from the contrast. It was indeed 
'@ grand spectacle and can be appreciated 
only by those .who witnessed it. The planets 
Mercury and Venus were distinctly visible, 
and the star Arcturus, blazed high in the 
heavens. _A beautiful orange colored light 
Played around the horizon a little to the north 
and also to the south of the sun, The .sky 
exhibited a dead colorless aspect and all the 
objects around us wore an unearthly hue, 
which is never exhibited except during a total 
eclipse of the sun. 

But grand as the sensuous impression was, 
when the mind takes advantage of such an 
occasion as this to consider the stupendous 
magnitude of the objects witnessed, the dis- 
tance of one of which is measured by hundreds 
of thousands, and the other by millions of 
miles, the impression is still grander, and we 
become ins@ictively more reverential, and 
passing on to the great cause, bow in humble 
adoration before the might of the Infinite 
Creator and controller of this magnificent work! 
Such thoughts are not inconsonant with the 
state of mind produced by such a phenomenon, 
and as we gazed upward we could not but 
wish that another Joshua would appear and 
bid the sun and moon stand still until all 
could see. 

But nature is always and the brief 
two minutes and thirty-three seconds sped by 
with unprecedented rapidity, and soon the 
String of bright points called ‘‘Balley’s Beads’’ 
appeared on the lower limb of the moon telling 
us that the scene was almost ended. Then a 
bright spot appeared, doubtless caused by the 
sunlight shining through a deep valley, and in 
an instant more the crescent of the sun was 
seen. The reappearance was not gradual, but 
the light burst suddenly from its dark hiding 
place with a magnificent blaze, scarcely sur- 
passed in its rapidity and intensity by the 
lightning fiash. And so the scene ended. The 
sun gradually regained his wonted splendor. 
The excitement subsided and the groups of 
people dispersed and went homeward. Such 
a spectacle is rarely witnessed more than 
once in.a Hfetime, and no description of it 
can do justice. To be appreciated it must be 
seen, .

The main feature which now interested us 
was the roughened edge of the moon, which 
appeared distinctly serrated through our large 
telescope, while projected on the sun's disk. 
These mountains and valleys are never Visi- 
ble except when the moon stands out on this 
bright background. At twenty-two minutes 
past 5 o'clock the wind which was blowing 
briskly from the north, lulled to a gentle 
breeze, and the general quiet of ail nature,

Attorney General Gives His Opinion on 
Tax Matter. 


TRUST MAY FINALLY ESCAPE 


The Collection of Taxes This Year Is 
Due to a Technicality. 


LAW MAY BE CHANGED BY LAWMAKERS 


| Separate Taxes of $100 Will Be Col- 


lected from the Manufacturer of 
Every Machine Sold in State. 


The bicycles owned and sold by the 
American Bicycle Company, the maii- 
moth trust formed last year of more than 
thirty of the largest bicycle factories of 
the country, will not escape ithe state tax 
and for this year at least the tax returns 
for bicycles will be as jarge if not larger 
than the amount last year, 

For the past two weeks Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Terrell) has been in communi- 
cation with the officers of the American 
Bicycle Company in regard to their con- 
tention that by paying the state $100, ‘the 
bicycles of all the factories controlled by 
them can be sold in the state, 

The fact has been established for the 
benefit of the state officials that the com- 
panies composing the American Bicycle 
Company were bought up by that trust 
and the wheels manufactured by the va- 


rious concerns are the property of the 
trust. The attorney general has held ac- 
cording ‘to a strict construction of the 


law that while the trust owns the wheels

Now look at the lattice work of that 
snow-white and sky-blue balcony which 
shows out under the roof. See, the sun 
has caught it and has turned the lattice 
into a checkerboard of mother of pearl. 
Each square in the structure is filled with 
an oyster or other opalescent shell, so 
thin that it lets in the light while it keeps 
out the heat. There are thousands of 
such balconies in Manila. They wall the 
second stories of the houses of the better 
parts of the city, so that the town is that 
near heaven in that it has pearly win- 


' dows, if not gates of pearl. 


Look again at the house. Where is its 
chimney? It has none. The town does its 
cooking over charcoal or fires made of 
sticks not much bigger than your finger. 
There is.so little smoke that large chim- 
neys are not needed and in most cases 
the smoke gets out as it can. Below the 
baleony you mag notice the stores and 
The first floor is usually given up 
business and trade and the better 
classes of the people live above stairs. 

A BIRD’S-EYE VIEW. 

But that is only one home. Come with 
me to the great galvanized iron church 
of Sit. Sebsstian. It’s tower is the highest 
in all Manila, and from it we Can get a 
bird's view of the city. We take a 
carriage, a little black box ‘the size of a 
good-sized packing case, swung betwecn 
wheels, and our browmn-skinned driver 
flogs his pony es we dash through the 
streets. We skirt one of the canals, cross 
a bi‘dge anda enter the church. A black- 
gowned priest with a shaven tonsure opens 
the door, end we climb round and round 
up the hundreds of steps of a slim spiral 
staircase til] we come to the top. We 
are now far above the city on the outer- 
most edge of Manila. 
plain becked by blue mountains, It covers 
miles of land running about the bay, be- 
yond which ere other mountains and roll- 
ing hills. It is a town of 350,000 inhabi- 
tants. all of whom hve in one and two- 
story houses. There are no tal] buildings, 
except the churches . and cathedrals, 
which have domes and towers rising high 
above the of the city. There ar 
green trees here and there showing out 
above the heuse roofs. 

Almost in front of us is the walled part 
of the town. This is but small in compari- 
son with the rest, which spreads for a 
long distence up and down and back from 
the sea. At the right, running through 
the midst of the city, is the River Pasig, 
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a dirty stream, perhaps a thousand feet 
wide which at times of the year is so 
deep that smal] steamers can come up 
it and anchor at the wharves, but now 
so. low that the boat in which we came 
from Hong Kong must remain out in the 
bay. 

The walled citv is old Manila. It is jarge- 
ly taken up with government buildings. 
There ig the palace where General Otis 
and his officials do their business, and 
there also are a Jarge number of churches 
4nd monasteries, the church owning, I 
should say, at least one-third of the old 
city. 

That part-of Manila at the right out- 
side ‘the falls is where the most of 
people live, and whe.e nearly all of the 
business is done, Away off at the edges 
you can see fashionable suburbs, such as 
Malate, where the finest residences of the 
Filipinos are, and there down on the bay 
is the -Luneta, the park where al) sweil 
Manila goes to drive at 5 o'clock every 
afternoon. Back of the city, as you can 
see if you will but turn about on the 
church tower, is a great green plain 
fresh now.,as Ohio in June, with ec 
of green trees spotting the fields. 
is the country, the rice fields and the veg- 
etable gardens which aid in supplying the 
markets of the town. 

As we look the sun comes near to ts 
setting. The roads in the plain are filled 
with people who make white lines through 
the green fields. Those are the suburban- 
ites of this Filipino capital, the poor who 
work in the gtores and factories and are 
now returning to their homes, Many of 
them women, who have bright red 
Skirts, above which are draped black 
Shawls. The red catches the rays of the 
sun, and we have a band of vermillion be- 
tween the green and the black. 

QUEER PEHOPLE. 

But let us go down and walk 
the streets back to our hotel, 
moving along with the strange 
ters of this strange city. Hundreds of 
brown-skinned black-eyed men, women 
and children go by They have eyes 
almost slanting, and they are not so tall 
our men at home, and most of them 
are lean rather than fat. 

How queerly they @ress. Many 
men and women are clad in stiff 
as thin mosquito netting, through 
which the skin shows. They have clothes 
of the different Philippine cloths made 
of the fiber of the pineapple and other 
plants, which is stiff hair, but 
Which in some cases is as fine spun 
silk. The women are without bonnets. 
and their luxuriant black hair is done 
up in a knot on the crown the head.

They wear jackets of gauze cut very low 


in the neck, with great bell-like sleeves 
reaching only to the elbow, but so full 
and so stiff that the arm is bare to the 
shoulder. Under this, or rather below 
it, is a tight shirt, which consists of a 
wide bag of calico or other light cloth 
Wrapped around the waist and legs. Lt 
falls to the ankles and 
twist at the waist. Over this waist 
cloth or skirt there is usually a black 
Shawl, which extends trom the waist to 
the Knees and which seems to be intendea 
to hold on the skirt. 

The workingmen have on little more 
than a shirt and pantaloons, and the ghirt 
is in alf cases outside the trousers. The 
majority of the men and boys, in fact, 
remind one of the hero of “Mother 
Goose,’ ‘Little Dickey Dout, who had 
his shint tail out.’’ The shirt tails 
the Filipinos are intentionally for the 
sake of coolness. The air is thus ad- 
mitted to the bare skin, the white linen 
flapping merrily in the breeze as they 
Walk. The effect is on the whole rather 
striking, nd you look for them to rush 
round the corner and tuck 
Some of the shirts; are 
weil laund*red bosoms, in which are gol 
etuds. The native shirts are of the 
thinest gauze, a sort of a cross between 
haircloth and Mmo3quito netting. They 
are of all colors—white, yellow, Mack and 
often embroidered and stamp- 
ed. The stuff is like that which the 
ladies here wear for their cresses—stuff 
which is sc delicate and so beautiful that 
the American ladies buy it for party or 
evening gowns.
